w if,* and child at homo on tho 25th, apparent­ 
ly well and happy. 
They hail lieen married 
about two years, were much attached to their 
little l*oy and to each other, ami wore regard­ 
ed by their near neighbors as one of tile most 
barinonioUH and contented families in the 
place. 
When Mr. Malcolm returned from Ilia 
work at noon, Mi wife had dinner reedy for 
him, and cheerfully ?poke to him al»out the 
work she had done in the morning in the way 
of washing the windows and other housewifery. 
There was no hereditary insanity in her fam­ 
ily; there had never been any indication of it 
in her actions. 
She hail always been jovial 
and talkative, without any trace of gloom in 
her nature. Yet, when Mr. Malchau returned 
to his work after dinner, this happy, devoted 
wife and fond mother went deliberately to 
work to destroy the life of her child and her­ 
self.

barrel which stood near the door.

took the matter as a jest until he took bold of 
ber and found that abe was dead with her head 
sunk in the water. 
Stunned, half-crass*?!, he 
took the stiff body out and rushed out of 
doors to look for bls little I toy. 
Not seeing 
bim, a fearful thought brought him back 
again to the fatal barrel, and then.1 be fouud 
the dead body of his child.

disproved by every presumption based upon 
the facts of her life and character, and proved 
solely by deliberate and secret child-m arder 
and suicide.
